The governor siiid that Hie Harford Raring 
Commission .Net was on his veto fil<*s when prominent 
Harford county citizens retires, *nted to him that it 
was desigucMi to save the I!,*!air fair an>l wa.s in the 
interest of fanners and others inteii'sted in improv- 
ing live stock breeds.
